airship ZR-1 of the United States navy 
made'lts flrst trial night over the naval 
station here late yesterday. 


The monster ship rose rapidly to a 


height of 1000 feet and headed east for 
the Atlantic ocean. Aa she rose, two 
airplanes, one representing- the army 
and the other the1 navy, left the 
ground to accompany the balloon on 
her maiden voyage. 


The aircraft sailed smoothly for 


nearly an hour, then began circling the 
field at a speed of about 30 miles an 
hour, preparatory to landing. 
- After being-'in the air 65 minutes the 
dirigible was brought to the landing 
field without a mishap. Great satis- 
faction was expressed with the flight. 


The launching of the ZR-1 marked 


the opening of a new phjise of world 
communication. It marked the com- 
pletion of five years of patient effort 
by the United States navy—an effort 
which has been watcheci by other 
world powers with Increasing Interest 
as the potential value and importance 
of aerial navigation in commerce and 
war has become more and more ap- 
parent. Yesterday's event can be said 
to have ended the physipal Isolation of 
the ICorth American continent which, 
up to the time of the Tvar with Ger- 
many, bad been generally regarded as 
Used.
